2 teaspoons of freshly grated orange rind 
V 2 cup of freshly squeezed orange juice 
A dash of Worcestershire sauce 


1. Rinse salmon filet under cold water and pat 
dry with paper towels. 

2. Brush the skin with oil. 

3. Place skin side down on a piece of foil. If 
broiling, place foil on baking sheet. 

4. Preheat broiler or grill. 

5. Prepare ingredients above, and mix together 
in small bowl. 

6. Pour marinade into a saucepan. 

7. Simmer marinade on low heat, stirring 
frequently. 

8. Brush filet with marinade. 

9. Place salmon filet under broiler or on grill. 

10. Periodically brush marinade on filet. 

11. Cook 1-inch-thick fillets for 10 to 15 min- 
utes. Allow another 10 minutes for each extra 
inch of thickness. 

12. Check fish with a fork. If salmon flakes 
easily, it is ready to eat. 

13. Remove the fish from foil with a spatula 
and serve immediately.
